Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 14 April 
2006 has been entered.

Applicant argues that "In response to the suggestion that section headings 
should be added, applicant hereby declines to add section headings because the 
position and contents of the headings can result in misinterpretation of the contents of 
the specification." 

In response, it is noted that the section headings is required by 37 CFR 1,77 
(b). Applicants may arrange the description of the contents in the specification with 
section headings to prevent misinterpretation of the content of the specification . 



Claim Objections 
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3. Claims 20, 21 ,23 and 33 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 20, lines 4-5 , it is suggested that "a modified transport steam " should be 

changed to -said modified transport stream -. (See line 1-3). 

Claim 21,23 and 33 line 6, it is not clear to what "it" being referenced . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Regarding claim 19, the specification do not provide support for "a 
microprocessor reading medium. How a microprocessor can read the data from a disc . 

5. Claims 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Regarding claim 19, lines 1-3, it is not clear whether medium or modified 
transport stream is configured to record the wanted content. It is not clear how the 
wanted content is recorded by a recording medium . 

Regarding claim 20 lines 1-4, 20, it is not clear whether or not clear how a 
modified transport stream or a medium can record wanted content . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 22 -23,32-33,36 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Inazumi (EP 0944086). 

Regarding claims 22, 32, 36 and 39 Inazumi discloses an apparatus for 
recording a multiplex of elementary stream data received in a transport format the 
apparatus comprising means specifically adapted to generate and record a modified 
transport stream (column (section 0029, 0036 -0059, Fig. 3). Since all details and 
steps of the method claim 19 have not been recited in the apparatus claim 19, 
Inazumi reference read on claims 22,32,36 and 39. 
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Regarding claim 23 and 33 , Inazumi further teaches the apparatus as claimed 
in claim 22 further comprising means for reproducing said modified transport stream by 
reproducing stored program segments with a timing different to that of the received 
transport stream, in accordance with user command, by reading the recorded auxiliary 
information and using to enter and commence reproduction by reading said modified 
transport stream from a desired entry point (section 0060-0064). 

8. . Claims 22 -23,32-33,36 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated byTeunissen (6,512,882). 

Regarding claims 22, 32, 36 and 39 , Teunissen discloses an apparatus for 
recording a multiplex of elementary stream data received in a transport format the 
apparatus comprising means specifically adapted to generate and record a modified 
transport stream (columns 3-4, Figs. 1-4). 

Regarding claim 23 and 33 , Inazumi further teaches the apparatus as claimed 
in claim 22 further comprising means for reproducing said modified transport stream by 
reproducing stored program segments with a timing different to that of the received 
transport stream, in accordance with user command, by reading the recorded auxiliary 
information and using to enter and commence reproduction by reading said modified 
transport stream from a desired entry point (columns 3-4, Figs. 1-4). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1-18 , 24-29 and 40-41 are allowed.
